in a splendid editorial commendatory of 
The Constitution’s position on public educa- 
tion, The Commerce News says that “the 
state has gone to the limit in an effort to 
support the rural schools,” and that “if their 
efficiency is to be increased it must be done 
by the people themselves.” 

Georgia, as a State, has gone further, 
perhaps, than any other state in proportion- 
ate appropriations of state funds for school 
purposes; but we take issue with The Com- 
merce News upon its assumption that the 
state has “gone to fhe limit” in supporting 
the rural schools, for there is no limit— 
there can be no limit—to which the state 
can go and should go, other than that fixed 
by the counties in determining the limit to 
which they are willing to go. 

There is, however, a limit to which the 
state should’ go in ministering to the needs 
of communities that sit back, idle but open- 
mouthed, waiting for manna from the state. 

That “God helps those who help them- 
selves” is a cardinal principle of human ex- 
istence. 

No man nor woman nor community ever 
did or ever will rise above the plane of 
mediocrity solely by beneficence from the 
outside. A boy reared in idleness, knowing 
every morning that his day’s wants would 
be supplied without effort on his own part, is 
“not likely to become anything more than a 
“ryn-of-the-mine” sort of man. 

But the boy who is given to understand 
that unless he strives he shall not eat, but 
that his own efforts at self-help will be com- 
mensurately rewarded, will, if he is worthy, 
puckle down and make the most of the in- 
centive and his opportunities, 

So it is with a county school system. En- 
tire dependence upon the state, without self- 
help, is bad; and it will never produce a 


‘ 
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funds which the state is willing to provide, 
and will provide, for those purposer, out of 
the state treasury! 
to the extreme in its liberal appropriations 
for this purpose. 


CHILDREN: AGAINST THE TICK. 


The Georgia Land Owners’ association, 
bent upon freeing Georgia from the cattle 
tick blight inside of two years, has taken its 
campaign into the rural schools of the state, 
and under a general plan that promises 
splendid results. 

This plan, outlined in a recent issue of 
The Constitution, contemplates a dual 
achievemeng: The promotion of the war 
against the*tick, and at the same time the 
diffusion of new, clean, pure blood among 
the cattle herds of the state by the award- 
ing of prizes in the form of pedigreed breed- 
ing animals to the rural schools—one in 
each county—whose pupils produce the best 
three compositions on “The Cattle Tick: 
What it Does to Cattle: How to Get Rid 
of It... The animal may be retained by the 
school, or it may be sold, the financial re- 
turns from it in either event to be applied 
to “library or other educational purposes.” 

An additional incentive to the eradica- 
tion of ticks in a community is supplied in 
the fact that the only “string” attached to 
the gift-animal is that it must “be kept at 
all times, whether retained as the property 
of the school or sold, on premises which are 
tick-free.” 

In order to prepare the children to write 
in the fullest possible light on the subject 


of the cattle tick, the Georgia Land Owners’ | 
association has embarked upon a campaign | 


of education, which contemplates a series 
of motion picture exhibitions, featuring all 
phases of the cattle industry as it is affect- 
ed by the tick, together with the wholesale 
distribution of ‘‘tick literature” prepared by 
the federal bureau of animal industry, and 
lectures and talks to the children by federal 


and state officials and by others actively | 
engaged in the work of tick eradfation in | 
These meetings and exhibitions | 


Georgia. 
are being held in the rural schoolhouses: 


and are receiving most commendable co- | 


operation on th® part of business men, state, 


county and local school] officials and the | 


rural school teachers. 


This is a splendid idea directed to a most | 
desirable objective, and it deserves hearty |

Then came a flash in front of me, the 
flare of his rifle—and my head seemed to 
burst. A bullet had hit me on the left side 
of my face about half an inch from my ¢y&% 
smashing the cheek bones. I put my hand 
to my face and fell forward, biting the 
ground and kicking my feet. I thought I 
was dying, but do you know, my past life 
did not unfold before me the way it does in 
novels. ° 

The blood was streaming down my tunic. 
and the pain was awful. When I came to 
I said to myself, “Emp, old boy, you belong 
in Jersey City and you'd better get back 
there as quickly as possible.” 

The bullets were cracking overhead. I 
crawled a few feet back to the German 
barbed ‘wire, and in a stooping. position, 
gzuidin yself by the wire, I Went down 
the liné iooking for the lane we had cut 
through. Before reaching this lane I came 
to a limp form which seemed like a bag of 
oats hanging over the wire. In the dim light 
I could s@e that its hands were blackened, and 
knew it was,the body of one offmy mates.

I fell forward in a sit- 
ting pesition. But all fear had left me and 
[ was consumed with rage and cursed the 
(férman trenches. With my right hand I felt 


‘in my tunic for my first-aid or shell dress- 


ing. In feeling over my tunic my hand came 


/ in contact with one of the bombs which I 


carried. Gripping it, I pulled the pin out 
with my teeth and blindly threw it towards 
German trench. I must have been out 
of my head because I was only ten feet 


from the trench and took a chance of being’ 


mangled. If the bomb had failed to go into 
the trench I would have been blowh to bits 


| by the explosion of my own bomb. 


By the flare of the explosion of. the bomb, 
which luckily landed in their trench, I saw 
one big Boche throw up his arms ang fall 
backwards, while his rifle flew into tHe air. 
Another one wilted and fell forward across 
the sandbags—then blackness. 

Realizing what a foolhardy and risky 
thing I had done, I was again seized with a 
horrib#e fear. I dragged myself to my feet 
and ran madly down the lane through the

How I reached this hole I will never know. 
German “typewriters” were traversing back 


“and forth in No Man’s Land, the bullets bit- 


ing the edge of my shell hole and throwing 
dir all over me. ; 
Overhead shrapnel was bursting. 1! could 
hear the fragments slap the ground. Then I 
went out once more. When I came to, every- 
thing was silence and darkness in No Man's 
Land. I was soaked with blood and a big 
flap from the wound in my cheek was hang~- 
ing over my mouth The blood running 
fupm this flap choked me. Out of the corner 
my mouth I would try and blow it back, 
t it would not move I reached for my 
el dressing and tried, with one hand, to 
bandage my face to prevent the flow. I por 
was getting very faint. You would have 
aughed if you had seen my ludicrous at- 
tempts at bandaging with one hand. The 
pains in my wounded shoulder were awful 
d I was getting sick at the stomach. I 
gaye up the bandaging stunt as 4 bad job, 
and then fainted. 
When I came to, hell was let loose. An 


‘intense bombardment was on, and on the 


whole my position was decidedly unpleasent. 
Then, suddenly, our barrage ceased. The 
silence almost hurt, but not for long, be- 
cause Fritz turned loose with shrapnel, ma- 
chine guns and. rifle fire. Then all along our 
line came a cheer and our boys came over 
the top in a charge. The first wave was com- 
posed of “Jocks.” They were a magnificent 
sight, kilts flapping in the wind, bare knees 
showing and their bayonets glistening. In 
the first wave that passed my shell hole, 
one of the “Jocks,” an immense fellow, about 
six feet two inches in height, jumped right 
over me. On the right and left of me séev- 
eral soldiers in colored kilts were huddled 
on the ground, then over came the second 
wave, also “Jocks.” One young Scottie, 
whén he came abreast of my shell hole, leap- 
ed into the air, his rifie shooting out of his 
hands, landing about’six feet in front of him, 
bayonet first, and stuck in the ground, the 
butt trembling. This impressed me greatly. 

Right now I can see the butt of that 
gun trembling. The Scottie made a com- 
plete turn in the air, hit the ground, rolling 
over twice, each time clawing at the earth, 
and then remained still about four feet from 
me, in a sort of sitting position. I called to 
him, “Are you hurt badly, Jock?” but no an- 
swer. He was dead. A dark, red smudge 
was coming through his tunic right under 
the heart. The blood ran down his bare 
knees, making a horrible sight. On his right 
side he carried his water bottle. I was 
crazy for a drink and tried to reach this, but 
for the life of me could not negotiate that 
four feet. Then I became unconscious. ,When 
1 woke up 1 was in an advanced first-aid 
post. I asked the doctor if we had taken 
the trench. “We took the. trench and the 
wood beyond, all right,” he said, “and you 
fellows did your bit; but, my lad, that was 
thirty-six hours ago. You were lying tn 
No Man's Land in that bally hole for a day 
and a half. It's a wonder you are alive.” 
He also told me that out of the twenty that 
were in the raiding party, seventeen were 
killed. The officer died of wounds in crawl- 
ing back to our trench ahd I was severely 
wounded, but one fellow returned without 
a scratch without any prisoners. No doubt 
this chap was the one who had sneezed and 
improperly cut the barbed wire. 

In the official communique our trench raid 
was described as follows: 

“All quiet on the western front, except- 
ing in the neighborhood of Gommecourt 
wood, where one of our raiding parties pene- 
trated into the German lines.” 

It is needless to say that’we had no use 
for our persuaders or come-alongs, as we 
brought back no prisoners, and until I die 
Old Pepper’s words, “Personally I don't be- 
lieve that that part of the German trench 
is occupied,” will always come to me when 
I hear some fellow trying to get away with 
a fishy statement.

Acid Delusion. 

l am greatly troubled from excessive acid- 
ity. I have no pain after eating, but fre- 
quently have what is called “water brash” 
or “heartburn.” Have tried a good many 
remedies without success. Please suggest 
something for me. (Mrs. E. W. K. 

ANSWER—I might suggest that heart- 
burn is no evidence that you have too much 
acid in your stomach, and neither is water 
brash. These symptoms are attributable 
simply t® reverse peristalsis, regurgitation 
of normal stomach contents into gullet or 
throat. More often accompany a state of 
subacidity—-insufficient hydrochloric acid 
secretion in digesting stomach. But condi- 
tions outside of the stomach are generally 
responsible for such symptoms. So I advise 
you to havé your doctor make a thorough 
examination and study of your case.

He then inaugurated a system by 
which every order is made out on trip- 
licate forms. - One form goes to the 
purchaser as his receipt, a second goes 
ta the coal dealer who is assigned to 
fill the order and the third remains 
with the bureau for its records. When 
the dealér makes delivery he gets a 
delivery receipt from the householder 
and attaehes these receipts to his state- 
ments of coal delivered, which he makes 
periodically to the bureau. The bu- 
reau ther®checks the dealers’ statement 
by their*own records and then turns 
over to him fer the coal he has de- 
livered. Everysgrder is numbered, and 
it is a simple tter to check, up the 
different records on the same order. 

Then, each individual householder is 
recorded on a card file system Ry 
this means a record is kept of the num- 
ber of families in each house, the num- 
ber of individuals in each family and 
the amount of coal which has been fur- 
nished them since the opening of the 
bureau. By this means a check is kept 
on all purchases and no person is al- 
lowed to purchase a Jarger amount than 
is required to fill his reasonable re- 
quirements.

The proposed agreement between 
Norway and the United States, as re- 
cently announced by the American war 
trade board, made a definite allotment 
of various commodities, including food 
supplies, which it would be permitted 
to export to Norway from the United 
States.
